LIBERALS AND TORIES WARMING UP IN THE 
POLITICAL CAMPAIGN. 


Harcourt on the Parnell-Carnarvon Contro- 
versy—Chamberiain’s Barrow Speech — 
‘Parliament Prorogued— The Queen's 
Speech — The Expulsion of the French 
Princes—Foreign News. 


LONDON, June 25.—Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, in a speech at Derby last night,said that 
Lord Oarnarvon’s statement that he did not 
tall the members of the Salisbury Cabinet 
about his interview with Mr. Parnell was 
nonsense. When aman in the position of 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland had an interview 
with a man like Parnell, everybody knew that 
the interview meant business. Regarding the 
land bill, the speaker said ifthe land owners 
did not want it they need not have it. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S BARROW SPEECH. 

Mr. Chamberlain, speaking at Barrow, re- 
ferred to the 4Government’s Irish scheme, 
especially in respect to the land 
bill, as unfair to the elec- 
tors on account of its vagueness. The scheme, 
he said, would only lead to greater agitation, 
delayiug home legislation. If Ireland broke 
the conditions embraced inthe land bill, the 
burden would fall upon the English tax-payer. 

HARTINGTON AT ROSSENDALE. 

Lord Hartington, inaspeech at Rossendale 
last night, said he was sure that the split in the 
Liberal party would not endure long. He ro- 
gretted that the Liberals, instead of assisting 
the last Conservative government to show 
Parnell that he could be an arbiter in English 
politics, seized the first chance to eject the 
Conservatives. 

The elections will open in the boroughs on 
July 2 and in the counties on July 5 and 
July 14. 

John Bright will address the electors of Bir- 
mingham on July 1. 

SCHNADHORST DECLINES. 

Mr. Schnadhorst declines to enter the con- 
test, leaving the field open to Mr. Collings. 
The grand council of Conservatives has de- 
cided to contest the Bordesley division, 
whether Mr. Collings or a Gladstonian be 
nominated by the Liberals. 

Wilfred Blunt will oppose Mr. Chamberlain. 
The services of Mr. Parnell will not de re- 
quired in the campaign in England. Mr. 
Parnell will speak at Cardiff on Monday. 

HICKS-BBACH AT BRISTOL. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, speaking at Bristol 
last evening, denied that there was any wish 
to expatriate Irishmen. He said that if Mr. 
Gladstone’s bill should be carried, coercion 
would be used against loyal, industrious men, 
and that if the sword should be used it would 
be between them and the Parnellites. 

BRIGHT’S MANIFESTO. 

The News this morning, commenting on Mr. 
Bright's manifesto, says: Mr. Bright’s clear, 
terse and stately language will be read 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. At will do the Tories more good than ali 
the speeches of all their leaders. 

The Standard says: Lord Hartington’s 
censure of Mr. Gladstone was discounted, but 
Mr. Bright’s blow comes with fresh force and 
leaves astinging sense of lasting hurt. No 
one is ina better position than Mr. Gladstone 
to judge the effect that such a protest will 
have in spoiling his election calculations.’’ 

The Queen will arrive in London to-day and 
will hoid a Cabinet Council. 

THE PARNELL-CARNARVON CONTROVERSY. 

Mr. William O’Brien telegraphs to the Lon- 
don agent of the Associated Press respecting 
Ool. Howard Vincent’s denial that he made 
official overtures to tbe Parnellites on behalf 
of the Conservatives as follows: ‘‘After Vin- 
cent’s interview with me, we walked to the 
office of the National League, where he 
had an interview with Mr. Harrington 
and Mr. Hooper, Nationalist members of Par- 
liament. At the meeting of these gentlemen, 
Vincent intimated that he would communicate 
what had occurred to Lord Carnarvon, the 
Lord-Lieutenant. He also informed me that 
he had been in communication with the high- 
est officials of Dublin Castle concerning the 
matters discussed at the League office, and 
that Lord Carnarvon had suggested holding a 
conference with Mr. Parnell at Vincent’s 

se. I cannot, in view of all these facts, 
regard Vincent s visit as anofiicial.’’ 


BRIGHT’S LATEST. 

John Bright has written, for public use, a 
letter to Peter Rylands, a Liberal Unionist, to 
ald him in securing are-election. In this let- 
ter Mr. Bright says he hopes Mr. Rylands will 
be successful in carrying the Burniey dis- 
trict and adds: What your opponents 
think an error may prove »patriotism 
and wisdom. It is grevious to see 
how Liberals treat Liberals whose only fault 
lies in their support of the principles the Lib- 
erals accepted a year ago. Honesty and ca- 
pacity seem of small value compared to the 
suppleness which permits and enables mem- 
bers to turn their backs upon themselves 
whenever a great leader changes his mind on 
any course. 

GLADSTONE AND THE CHESTER ELECTOR. 

Mr. Gladstone, in a letter regretting his in- 
ability to address the Electors of Chester, 
says: The Tory policy of twenty years’ co- 
ercion for Ireland is more rational and con- 
tains more promise of being effectual than 
any one of the intermediate and fantastic 
schemes which have come to dirth 
under the exigencies of the election. 
The Duke of Westminster recently said 
that it was time for the Liberals 
to put their country before their party. That 
is frat what I tried todo when Imade known 
to the Marguis of Salisbury my desire to sup- 
port him when he was Prime Minister, if he 
should introduce a comprehensive measure of 
reform for the government and peace of Ire- 
land in conformity with, as we now know 
them, the views then entertained by his own 
Lord-Lieutenant.’’ 

PARLIAMENT PROROGUED. 

Parliament was prorogued to-day. 
lowing is the Queen’s speech: 

Mr LORDS AND GENTLEMEN: I have de- 
termined to release you from your 

duties before the full accomplishment 
of the regular work of the session 
in order to ascertain the sense of my People on 
the important proposal to establish a legisia- 
tive body in Jreland for the management of 
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the wise councils ot the Powers and the for- 
beagrance of the Sultan, and also after a 
period of anxiety of the adoption of pacific 
councils by Greece. The disarming of the 
Greek forces now in progress, 
a serious danger to 
: the East of Europe. 
The state of affairs in Egypt has improved. 
Ihave been enabled to materially reduce my 
forces in that country and to bring it 
within the southern limits of Egypt proper, 
Ihave concluded an arrangement with Spain 
which, if adopted by the Cortes, will, I trust, 
increage our commercial intercourse with 
Spain and also encourage the importa- 
tion of Colonial: wines. I have felt a 
lively pleasure in promoting the exhibition of 
products, manufactuers and art of my 
colonial and Indian dominions, whichis now 
being held in the metropolis. 
THE SILVER QUESTION. 

Loypor, June 25.—The Commission on 
Trade Depression has advised that a commis- 
sion be appointed to inquire into the silver 
question. a 

The Queen has arrived at Windsor Castle 
from Balmoral. 


; THE FIELD LIBEL CASE. 

The libel case of Cyrus W. Field against 
Henry Labouchere, proprietor of London 

„ was * for hearing to-day be- 
fore Justice enman. Ex-Attorney-Gen- 
e James appeared for Mr. Field. 
The lawyer’s speech was mild and was de- 
voted mainly to a recital of the history ofthe 
case. He denied totally the allegations made 
by Truth against Mr. Field, and said that the 
object. o the action was to seek 
from r. Labouchere a proper retrac- 
tion of his libel and a suitable apol- 
ogy fer having committed it, or sub- 
stantial damages in compensation for its 
injurious effects. The plaintiff,’’ said the ex- 
Attorney-General, values his status in 
England. Therefore he cannot allow these 
charges to pass without action. The Judge 
suggested that before proceeding further the 
eae to the suit attemptto settle the case 

y compromise. Counsel for both sides said 
they were afraid it would be impossible to 
carry outthe Court’s suggestion. The case 
was then adjourned until next Monday. 

BENJAMIN MORAN'’S FUNERAL. 

The remains of the late Benjamin Moran were 
interred to-day in the little village of Panfield, 
Essex. Mr. Moran had expressed a 
desire to de buried there where 
the ancestors of George Washington 
resided, He himself months ago chose the 
. which to-day received his body. The 

rince of Wales and Consul General 
Waller were both represented at the 
funeral by deputies and among the 
mourners were a number of literary celebrities 
and many Portuguese whom Mr. Moran had 
made friends while he was United States Min- 
ister resident at Lisbon. Dean Carrington 
performed the funeral rites.

PARIS, June 25.—The leaders of the party of 
the Left, in an interview to-day with Premier 
De Freycinet, urged upon him the necessity of 
eliminating the reactionary element from the 
superior administrative departments. M. De 
Freycinet replied that the course would be 
adopted with all due prudence. 

THE COMTE DE PARIS’ MANIFESTO. 

Much excitement has been caused by the 
manifesto of the Count of Paris on his depart- 
ure from France. Newspapers containing the 
manifesto are selling on the streets in large 
numbers. The document has made a great 
impression. 

ENTOMBED ALIVE. 

Twenty-five men were killed and sixteen en- 
tombed alive to-day by an explosion in the 
colliery at Rochamp, in the Department of the 
Saone.

Rome,June 25.—Eight Socialist leaders, some 
of whom were candidates at the late elec- 
tions, have been arrested in Milan on the 
charge of inciting a revolt. Many Socialists 
have been arrested in other cities. Operative 
associations have been dissolved everywhere, 
and a good impression has been produced 
thereby.

PANAMA, June 17.—Since the retirement of 
Gen. Santo Doming Vila from the post of civil 
and military chief of this department, Senor 
Amado Guerrero has been acting in that 
capacity until bis permanent successor should 


be appointed. Gen. Posada has now been ap- 
28 and will shortly enter upon his duties. 

r. Guerrero is one of the most popular citi- 
zens of Panama. 

GREAT ANIMATION. 

At La Boca, the terminus of the canal in 
Panama, about three miles from the city, a 
lively little village is springing up and there 
are signs of great animation. It is evidently 
destined to become an important town. Ves- 
sels contiue to arrive at Colon with material 
for the canal company. 

FALSE REPORTS. 

The reports sent abroad from here that there 
were forty deaths daily in Oolon from yellow 
fever are not true. Equaliy untrue is a story 
sent hence to Lima and printed there that 
there wasan average ofsixty deaths daily in 
this city from the disease. he consequence 
of these misstatements is that several persons 
who intended to goto Europe via Panama 
have made uptheir minds to go through the 
Straights of Magellan, fearing the supposed 
edidemic. 

AN ENTERPRISING AMERICAN. 

An American citizen has obtained a conces- 
sion to erect a theater in Panama and engages 
to complete it within one year. It is to accom- 
modate 700 persons. The Government 
— the theater from all taxation for the 
period of six years. The site of the old con- 
vent, Los Monjas, bas deen selected and very 
substantial walls are standing there. 

TREASURE TROVE. 

On the 15th inst. some laborers engaged in 
demolishing an old building near the railway 
company’s officé, came across a jar contain- 
ing $4,000 in gold.

In England the election expenses are rigidly 
fixed by law, and anything beyond the legal 
maximum exposes the candidate not only to 
the loss of his seat on a trial before the courts, 


But 
they are nevertheless so heavy that a poor 
man cannot face them without assistance. In 
a — wl if the number of electors on 
theregister does not exceed 2,000, the candi- 
date may spend for all purposes, except per- 
sonal expenses and the returni officer’s 
fees, $1,750. If the number exceeds 2,000, then 
— every additional complete 1,000. In 
land the candidate is allowed to spend ona 
somewhat more liberal scale—that is, 51, 000 for 
500 electors, and $1,250 for any number de- 
tween 500 and 1,000, and $1,375for any number 
between 1,000 and $1,500. In the counties 
where the number of electors does not exceed 
2,000 the candidates may spend $3,250 in En- 
land and Scotland and , in Ireland.

A NEW BRIDGE, 


Proposed Footway Over the Mill Creek Val- 
ey at Tenth Street. 


The Joint Special Committee on Railroads 
ofthe Municipal Assembly metthis morning 
in the Committee-room of the House of Dele- 
gates. There were present Mr. Seddon of the 
Council and Messrs. Fox, Morrissey and Vogel 
of the House. A resolution was 
adopted appointing a sub-committee to visit 


H. M. Hoxie to ascertain if the Misssouri Pa- 
cific would have any objection to the erection 
of a foot-bridge over the tracks in Mill Creek 
Valley. The proposed bridge would be exciu- 
sively for foot passengers, and would extend 
from spruce street on Tenth to Gratiot street. 
Messrs. Morrissey and Vogel were appointed 
the sub-committee to present the mat- 
ter to Mr. Hoxie. That gentleman said 
he could see no objection to the 
bridge but he would returnaformal answer 
after full consideration of the matter. The 
plans of the proposed bridge were drawn 
under the direction of Street Com- 
missioner Turner, on the petition of 
14 number of residents in the 
southern part of the city for the erection of 
such a bridge. It willbe a light structure with 
a number of spans varying from forty-five to 
sixty feet in length and one span of 
172 feet over the maintracksin the valley. 
The initial point of the bridge will be about 1 
feet south of Spruce street, on Tenth, and its 
terminal point about the same distance 
north of § Gratiot street. will 
be twenty feet high throughout its 
entire length, and will be approached at either 
end by stairways. Where it crosses Poplar 
street a stairway will also be erected. he 
estimated cost of the structure as designed is 
$14,762.25 and an appropriation of $15, will 
be asked for. 


Appropriation Bill Conference. 


The Conference Committee of the Municipal 
Assembly met this morning at 10 o’clock, and 
remained in session until 1 o’clock this after- 


noon; eonsidering the appropriation Dill 
and a basis of settlement of the dif- 
ficulties which have prevented the 
passage of the bill. Messrs. Stone, Blakely 
and Temple of the Oouncil, and Messrs. 
Brueggeman, Rolfes and Stone of the House, 
com posed the committee. Comptroller 
Campbell sat with them, but all others, 
whether officials or not, were excluded. The 
results of their deliberations were not made 
knownon adjournment except that they will 
meet again at6 o’clock this afternoon aad 
will report to-night. Some of the amend- 
ments of the House have been concurred in 
and the House has receded from others. The 
report will be a compromise, and probably 
satifactory.

TROUBLE FERARED. 

At the Root street crossing of the Lake Shore 
Railroad this morning the police on duty num- 
ber thirty, which inoluded every available 
officer on the Town of Lake force. There was 
no change in the situation up to 9 o’ clock, and 
no intimation of any a to move trains 

been received up to that hour. There 
was, however, a prevailing impression, in 
spite ot the peaceful deciarations of the 
etrikers,that trouble would occur to-day. A car 
load of switchmen reached Chicago at about 
midnight from Toledo, and it was thought 
that they would be put towork. At about 9 
O clock the imported switchmen were taken 
out to Forty-third street, in charge of Super- 
intendent Amsden. They remained in the 
cars and bad not, up to 9:80 o'clock, been ex- 
postulated with by the strikers. The imported 
men number about twenty-five, and include 
many of those brought to Chicago during the 
last strike. Shortly before 10 o'clock the of- 
ficials, with the assistance of the police, suc- 
ceeded in attaching an engine and caboose to 
11 waiting freight train. Beyond 
the expostulations of the crowd, 
no troubie was experienced until after the 
caboose was attached to the train, The latter 
consisted of ten cars destined for South Bend. 
The crowd grew in proportions momentarily 
and more threatening. The police and the 
railroad employes were cursed and threatened 
with violence. In the meantime the small 
force was divided betwe two trains and in 
guarding the switches, prevent the latter 
being turned so as to make impossible the 
free movement of the train. Finally, respond- 
ing to the cries of several laborers, the crowd 
rushed for the police and turned the switches 
in spite of the latter. The police bad their 
clubs drawn and used them in a 
few instances, but the officers were 
either so thoroughly astonished or overawed 
by the crowd that they could make no success- 
ful resistance. A portion ofthe crowd at the 
same moment surged toward the train, which 
had commenced to move out, but which, 
assing upon the open switches, was thrown 
rom the track, the engine and all the cars 
—— derailed. To complete the wreck the 
coup a pins were withdrewn and thrown 
away. uring the melee the police succeeded 
in making two arrests. The excitement in the 

vicinity is still very great. 

THE CROWD STILL THREATENING. 

The railway officials are now endeavoring to 
remove the wreck, and until that has been 
accomplished no further efforts to move any 
cars will be possible. One of the men arrested 
isa memberof the Executive Committee of 
the Switchmen’s Union. At II o’clock the 
crowd about the switching yards was still very 
large and constantly growing in numbers, 
despite frequent rain showers. The temper of 
the crowd is still very ugly. A passenger 
train approached the scene soon after the 
attack on the freight train and one of the 
rioters, picking up a coupling pin, fung it at a 
brakeman standing on a platform It caused 
no damage, however. No other demonstra- 
tion ofany kind was made against the pas- 
senger train operatives or the passengers. 

MANAGERS CONFERENCE. 

The situation at 172 street remains 
unchanged uptolo'’ciock. It is stated that 
the company will make another attempt 
to move N train this afternoon.

Twice that number are patrons of the shootin 

alleries. The Twelfth street an 
Nimman street police know there is 
something going on among the Bohemians, 
but what can they do? he Bobemians 
avoid them as if they had the small pox, and 
you can’t get a man, woman, or even the 
children to sav a word toa stranger. The men 
who travel beats in the neighborhood are giad 
enough to get through the night witbout pry- 
ing into the secrets of the anarchists. The re- 
turn of Parsons bas emboldened them wonder- 
fully, and I know several of the more intelli- 
gent ones say that the anarchists would come 
out of the trial stronger than they went in. I 
have told you nothing but the truth. Nearly 
every Bohemian thinks the Haymarket affair 
was a victory for their cause.

He told her 
that she could not take any such action as 
that, as by so doing she would be 
guilty of compounding a felony and 
left herself open to rosecution. 
To-day her daughter and Mrs. Bergstresser 
were seen together about the court-room and 
it was evident to Circuit Attorney Clover from 
the actions of the parties concerned in the case 
that a compromise was about to be effected. 
His action in entering a nolle prosequi of course 
puts an end to any compromise and now Mrs.

STORAGE RATES. 


A Chicago Cut Which St. Louis Will Meet— 
Commercial Chat. 

The Chicago elevators have inaugurated a 
cut in the rates of storage for wheat of 
to., reducing the rate from 10. to 
540. to go into effect July 1. 
This cut, just on the eve of 
the movement of the new crop made 
stir in this city when the 
the cut was made 
to-day. The receivers and obippere regard it 
as an attempt on the part of Chi to get 
the bulge in the new wheat by giving it a good 
startin that direction, and are looking to 
the local elevators to meet the 
cut. is the time to atrike,’’ 
said one, and the St. Louis elevators should 
come to the front and “meet the cut se that 
dealers here can know what to 
do. They should not wait until 
St. Louis has lost irretrievably a large part of 
the crop, in neutralterritory. Chic: has less 
stringent grades, the railroad rate is 
nearly as good from our territory, and the 
wheat sells higher there. With this cut the in- 
ducements will be strong for wheat to go 
there. I believe St. Louis should meet all and 
every kind of competition.’’ 

The elevator men expressed themselves as 
willing to do what they could, but as a rule 
were non-committal on the subject. As a 
matter of fact the subject is one which has 
been receiving the careful attention of 
the elevator men for some time past. 
A committee has been at work on it, but the 
cut demanded at Uhicago is considered a little 
too sharp, asa three-fourths rate is thought 
to be too low for winter wheat. The matter 
has been before all the elevator boards, and it 
has practically been decided to reduce the 
storage rate all around to 10. This is to bea 
fiat rate to all without a rebate 
to any one, no matter what the quantity of 
grain stored. While this action has not 
vet been taken there is little doubt that it will 
be taken in the near future, and it will prove 
acceptable to owners, receivers and shippers 
and will bring grain to this city. 

A petition was drawn up by Phil Shirmer and 
was signed generally by the members of the 
Exchange calling upon the elevator com- 
panies of this city to make such con- 
cession in charges as to enable 
grain men ofthis city to successfully compete 
with those of others. The reductions are 
asked for at once so as to go into effect not 
later than July 1. This step on 
the part of elevator companies, 
it is urged, will not only be to their advan- 
tage, but to the advantage of the trade 
generally. The elevator companies have 
about concluded to grand without petition 
what the petition asked for.

A sorr has been instituted against sev- 
eral boycotters at Binghampton, N. T., 
in which the laws of the United States are 
invoked. Freep Hur, a boyootted cigar 
manufacturer, had several boycotters ar- 
rested and contends that the boycott vio- 
lates the law providing that when two or 
more persons ‘‘conspire to injure, op- 
„press, threaten or intimidate any citizen 
t the United States in the free ex- 
‘tercise of any right or privilege se- 
“oured to him by the Constitution 
‘tor laws of the United States, they 
are subject to the extreme penalty 
of a fine of , 000 and ten years’ impris- 
onment. The result of this case will be of 
some interest to the country at large, and 
boycotting “executive committees” in par- 
ticular. The exact grade of the offense 
committed in declaring a boycott has not 
been fully ascertained, and it would be 
well for boyootters to suspend operations 
till the courts of the country determine 
and declare the precise status of boycot- 
ing. —— 

AMONG the illegal diversions of earnings 
by which the Pacific Railroad managers 
have been pocketing money due the Gov- 
ernment was the subsidy of about $1,000, - 
000 a year which they paid to their Pacific 
Mail Company to maintain rates. The 
Courts have declared that method of 
maintaining rates by any combination of 
common carriers unlawful. But in this

BRIGHT’S MANIFESTO. 

The Cesar of the Liberal party in En- 
gland has perbeps found his Brutus in 
JOHN BRIGHT. The latter is without ques- 
tion one of the ‘‘noblest Romans of them 
all.“ Irrespective of party the people of 
England honor and love Jom BRIGHT. 
The great Radical orator and leader for 
fifty years, alwaysin the thickest of the 
fight, he has invariably come out 
of the hottest contests without a 
word from his bitterest political 
antagonists aspersing his personal honor 


a

or impugning the sincerity of his patriot- 


ism. He can speak, too, as the life-long 
antagonist of oppression in Ireland, the 
devoted advocate of Democratic prog - 
ress in England. Against his influence 
in Birmingham and in the Liberal party, 
CHAMBERLAIN would have been powerless; 
his adhesion to the Union coalition is the 
one thing that may overthrow GLADSTONE, 
and, as was to be expected, his manifesto 
is the most powerful blow yet struck at 
GLADSTONE’S policy. It is brief, vigorous, 
adroit and utterly Liberal in itstone. It 
is the dagger of Brutus, which may prove 
fatal to GLADSTONE, with no other effect 
but to delay the triumph of his policy. 

Mr. BRIGHT stands on a letter he wrote 
in 1872, taking the ground that no Irish 
Parliament can be so powerful or so just 
as the Imperial Parliament; thatthe fight 
for the whole people of the United King- 
dom can be most successful with union, 
and that separation would be bad 
for all sections. But while declin- 
ing to pledge himself to the prin- 
ciple of the home-rule bill, he dis- 
tinctly says that principle may be inno- 
“cent or dangerous as it may be explained 
e in future bills.“ This is the dangerous 
crack in the Liberal organization, and Mr. 
BRIGHT drives his wedge right where it 
will slab off most Liberal votes for the 
coalition. 

Yet, in his talk about turning over 
5,000,000 of the Queen’s subjects to be 
ruled by the Irish Parliamen- 
tary party, he at once shows 
his personal feeling against the 
latter and his share of the common 
English distrust of the capacity of the 
5.000, 000 aforesaid to govern themselves. 
And when he talks about placing 2, 000, 000 
of loyal Irish subjects unprotected under 
the control of 3,000,000 whom he seems to 
consider disloyal, he simply shows that 
his mind is tainted with the vulgar 
English fear of Catholics. Old Dr. JoHn- 
SON said a hundred years ago that 
the men who were swayed by it would 
have cried “‘fire!’’ all through Noan’s 
flood; but it is still powerful in England, 
and only the result of the pending election 
can tell whether the nation has risen, with 
GLADSTONE, above those ancient fears and 
prejudices.

A BOYAL FAMILY. 

In his manifesto on the subject of his ex- 
pulsion from France, Comte de Paris 
speaks of himself as ‘‘the head of a glo- 
**rious family, which guided the course of 
„France for nine centuries in the work of 
national unity, and which, associated 
with the people alike in good and evil 
fortune, founded her prosperity and 
‘‘grandeur.’’ 

There is something truly royal in ignor- 
ing all the work of all the millions of the 
people of France during these centuries 
and calmly claiming the credit of all that 
was done for one “‘glorious family.’’ 

No family in modern history has bur- 
dened any country so heavily as this 
royal family has burdened France. Its 
royal path is watered by the blood and 
tears of the people. Cruelty, oppression, 
arrogance, wanton pomp and waste, 
licentiousness, rapacity and venality were 
the cardinal virtues in its religion, and its 
long career of unchecked outrage ended 
only in the bloodiest carnival of crime 
known to Christian annals. 

In bidding for Legitimist votes the grand- 
son of Louis PHILIPPE could not fail to 
venture on dangerous ground. In appeal- 
ing to the record of his Bourbon ancestors 
he invites the derision of the world which 
knows their history only too well. .

THERE is a vigilant and influential lobby 
at work staving off investigation of the 
Pacific Railroad management.

Generally speaking, however, no good beer 
is to be had east Of Niagara Falis. Thereisa 
very large brewery in Philadelphia, but the 
beers of the West invade everywhere. 

American brewers, generally spéaking—I 
now refer to the East—defend most of the 
adulterations put into their beers, such as 
vegetable substitutes for hops, when hops go 
too high; the Infusion of grape sugar or corn 
sweetness, and the addition of salicylic acid 
to keep down the sour ferments in the beer. 
The latter Isaw a brewer one day add before 
my eyes at the very moment he was assuring 
me that he never used anything deleterious. 
Said I: What are those men putting into the 
kegs?’’ They had little glasses or cups, which 
would hold, perhaps, an eighth of a pint. Said 
he: That ia nothing but salicylic acid. In our 
climate there is a tendeney in beerto sour,and 
we put that in it to keep it sweet. 

„Why, said I, ‘‘that is the most deadly 
enemy of masculinity in man. Salicylic acid 
was what Delilah administered to Sampson, 
when he hung his harp on the willow, from 
which that acid is extracted.’’ 

The brewer looked a little annoyed and said 
that I must be mistaken. Perhaps I was, but 
if so it was the doctors’ mistake.

THIEVES’ PARADISE. 


THE REIGN OF ROBBERY IN THE BURG 
BEYOND THE BRIDGE. 


East St. Louis’ Citizens Trying to Shield the 
Reputation of Their Town—Net One-Half 
the Robberies Reported—Meeting of the 
Council To-Day—Other News. 


The City Council of East St. Louis met this 
morning in regular session, all the members 
being present and Mayor Joyce presiding.

TO BLOWS N COURT. 


The Attorney Gives the Judge-Advocate an 
Upper Cut and the Latter Claims to Have 
Damaged the Attorney’s Glasses—McGarry 
Fined for Contempt—Judge Noonan Gives 
Him some Advice. 


Col. Robert S. MacDonald and Judge-Advo- 
cate J. J. McGarry, of recent railroad strike 
fame, were the principals of a fistic match in 
the Court of Criminal Correction, about 10:30 
this morning. MacDonald was one of the 
attorneys retained by the Gould system to 
prosecute all criminal cases growing out of 
the recent strike. This morning the 
case against McGarry and other 
strikers charged with conspiracy was 
docketed for hearing. While the attorneys 
and defendants were sitting around awaiting 
the calling of the case, McGarry and MacDon- 
ald became involved in a row. They were 
seated at a side table near each other, and, 
without any warning to those about them, 
they suddenly arose and exchanged blows, 
McGarry was seen to shake his hand in Mao- 
Donald's face, and the latter let fly with his 
right and caught the Judge-Advocate under 
the right jaw, knocking him back a few 
feet. Before the hostilities could proceed 


any further Deputy Sheriff Garner stepped in 
between the two men and shoved them into 
the jury-room. The whole thing was done 
very quickly and quietly, and when Judge 
Noonan turned around both men were gone. 
He knew the trouble had occurred, but as he 
did not see it himself let both parties go un- 
punished.

CHURCH COLUMN. 


FACTS GATHERED IN THE VARIOUS RE- 
LIGIOUS FIELDS. 


Biography of Dr. Goodell—A Coadjutor for 
Archbishop Kenrick—His Grace’s Depar- 
ture—The Senneschein Case—Dr. Foy’s 
Fine Sermon Last Sunday—A Prospective 
Change in Episcopal Circles—The Bonne 
Terre Conference—Notes and Gossip. 


As announced yesterday inthe PostT-DIs- 
PATCH, the friends of Dr. 8. H. Sonneschein 
met at the Lindel] Hotel last evening and sent 
him a letter offering him their heartiest sup- 
port and denouncing the action ofthe Board 
of Trustees, as published in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH, as the work ofa minority of the 
church. They announced that at the final 
meeting, to be held Wednesday evening 
next, to oust or retain the rabbi, 
they will bring to his support 
an Overwhelming majority. This letter was 
signed by Messrs. Rosenthal, Eiseman, Son- 
nenfeld, Baer, Stix, August Frank and others. 

Rev. Dr. W. W. Boydofthe Second Baptist 
Church has published a card in defense of Dr. 
Sonnescheia, in which he affirms a belief in the 
rabbi’s loyalty to Judaism. Dr. Boyd says 
that Dr. Sonneschein before going to Boston 
confided to him his intentions, which were 
just what the rabbi bas frankly stated 
them to have been. Dr. Boyd declaims 


against what he called the religious exclusive- 
ness of those who are opposing Dr. Sonne- 
schein, denominating the opposition as nothing 
but persecution. 

It now appears that the gentleman who went 
to Boston to discover what Dr. Sonneschein 
had been doing there, and on whose state- 
ments the charges of Unitarianism were 
brought, is Samuel Lederer, who, realizing his 
mistake of last week in not signing his deposi- 
tion, comes out this week in the Jewish Free 
Press with the document properly signed and 
sworn to. 

Mr. Levy Stern having declined to serve on 
the Shaare Emetb Board of Trustees because 
of his antagonism tothe pastor, Mr. Phillip 
Costam has been appointed in his place. 

DR. FOY CONGRATULATED. 

The sermon of Rev. Joseph H. Foy, D. D., 
LL. D., of the Episcopal Church at the Church 
ofthe Messiah last Sunday was a magnificent 
effort. The peroration was very eloquent and 
at its close many pressed forward to con- 
gratulate the preacher. Among these were 
several members of Dr. Foy’s former charge, 
the Central Christian Church, and Dr, Swah- 
len, President of that strict Methodist institu- 
tion, McKendree College, at Lebanon, III., all 
of whom united in saying that they had en- 
joyed an intellectual and spiritual treat. 

SOUTHERN METHODIST CONFERENCE. 

Ai the recent District Conference of the St. 
Louis District, Southern Methodist, at Bonne 
Terre, the foliowing delegates were elected to 
the Annual Conference: R. M. Scruggs, S. Mo- 
Spaden, Dr. A. W. Keith and E. J. Senseney.

THE POTTERSVILLE POISONING. 


Unsuccessful Efforts to Clear Up the Affair— 
Condition of the Victims. 


Ry Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTcu. 

New York, June 25.—Pottersville, the New 
Jersey village where the picnickers were pol- 
soned, was a ghastly place yesterday. White, 
haggard faces, with dark rings under dull 
eyes, were seen at almost every window. 
Haggard men and women walked up and down 
the rough lane that wanders among the farm 
houses. Doctors hurried from house to house. 
It was a village of sick people, and the sus- 
picion that they were the victims of a cold- 
blooded crime was beginning to dawn upon 
them. Since the whole population of Potters- 


ville was poisoned by eating  ice- 
cream at the summer night's festival 
of the Dutch Reformed Church there last 
week, there has been great suffering among 
the victims, but not a death has yet occurred. 
Yesterday the case of David Welsh of North 
Germantown became so serious that Dr. F. 
Apgar, his physician, called in Dr. Percival of 
Whitehouse for consultation. Both physi- 
cians agreed that the case showed marked 
symptoms of arsenic poisoning. Mrs. Ellis 
Alpaugh of Pottersville is also dangerously ill. 
With the exception of these two cases ail of 
the other victims are practically out of danger. 
The total numberof persons who were poi- 
soned is not far from 170. Among those who are 
Still sick is Harvey 8. Potter, in memory of 
whose father the village was named. William 
B. Dunham, the miller, is still sick 
in bed. His wife and child are 
also suffering. The theory that this wholesale 
poisoning was caused by zine from the ice- 
cream freezers is practically abandoned, al- 
though Dr. Apgar says that several persons 
have exhibited slight signs of zinc poison. 
Dr. Farrow, the young physician who took up 
his residenee in the village onthe day before 
the festival and became his own patient, says 
that he ate some of the ice cream and had aii 
the symptoms of arsenic poison ina sligut 
form. Dr. Thornton, who has attended sixty 
ofthe cases, believes that arsenic caused the 
trouble. Drs. Case, Green and Hedges of 
Chester and Dr. Miller of Mountainville, who 
have treated some of the patients, also 
believe that the people were victims of 
arsenic. Somebody suggested that arsenio 
had been placed in the spring from which 
the congregation drank. This is nonsense, 
simply because there is no spring within a 
mile of the festival grounds, and many per- 
pons who did not drink were stricken down. 
In the cases of Mrs. F. W. Pierce and Maj. 
Simon W. Vieit, some of the ice cream was 
sent to their houses, and after eating it, they 
suffered as severely almost as the rest.

Pottsville and the Dutch Reform Church are 
one.
